WASHINGTON, June 28.—In the house, Mr.

That was 
a privileged question, and he had a right to 
be heard upon it. Mr. Wilson, of West Vir- 
ginia, a member of the committee on foreign 
affairs, supported the resolution, but espe- 
cially advocated a resolution which he pro- 
posed to offer when the pending one was dis- 
posed of. His resolution requests the presi- 
dent forthwith to demand of the government 
of Great Britain the reason for the imprison- 
ment of American cilizens in Ireland, and if 
itshall appear that such imprisonment is 
wrong and in violation of the rightsof Ameri- 
can citizens he is authorized to demand their 
release, and i. is delayed or 
refused he shall resort to such means 
as he may think proper to effect 
such release. Mr. Robinson was then ac- 
corded the tloor.fur ten minutes, but he con- 
temptuousiy declined to make use of them. 
He said he had documents by him which 
should bring the blush of shame tothe face 
of every American.

W. Guiteau, the ‘assassin’s brother, 
had an interview with ths president this 
afternoon. He was accompanied by Rev. 
Dr. Hicks, by special invitation of the presi- 
dent. Guiteau submitted a synopsis of a 
pamphlet he has prepared, as tending to show 
the insanity of his brother, and also a copy of 
the pamphlet itseif. He made an earnest ap- 
peal on behalf of his brother, and urged the 
president to give au opportunity to fully es 
tablish his brother’s real mental condition as 
proposed by Dr. Beard, of New York, before 
it was too late. He was confident a proper 
medical examination would show that his 
brother was utterly irresponsible for his ac- 
tions. He deplored his brother’s crime, and 
could only account for iton his theory of 
inspiration. One letter from which he 
quotes is from J. H. Noyes, once the head 
of the Oneida Community, dated in 1868. 
In it Noyes says: ‘‘I regard him (Guiteau) in- 
sane, and I prayed for him last night sincere- 
ly as | ever prayed for my own son, now in a 
lunatic asylum.” In 1868 E. H. Hamilton 
wrote that he thought Guiteau demented. 
Another of the letters is from the assassin 
himself to his father, in which he claims in- 
spiration, and asserts that he is in the employ 
of Jesus Christ & Co. Another letter, writ- 
ten in 1873, from 8. W. Guiteau, declares that 
Charles Guiteau is insane and _ hardly 
responsible for his actions. A letter 
given to Jobn by the assassin 
during the trial is printed with the rest. It 
is a note of introduction to President Arthur, 
whom he addresses as ‘‘My supposed friend,’’ 
and requested him to talk freely with John and 
instruct the prosecuting attorney to go slow. 
Besides this there are a number of other

HOW THE PRISONER WILL MEET HIS DEATH. 

.Dr.: George W. Beard, of New York, has 
made the following prediction as to the man- 
nerin which Guitesu will meet his death: 
Guiteau is not specially heroic nor specially 
timid. He does not wish to be banged, but 
he is willing to be hanged, and if neeessary 
wil! go to the scaffold:as he would go to the 
breakfast table. If-he must die he would 
die dramatically, picturesquely, publicly, 
with insane attention to such details as the 
adjustment of the rope and the arrangement 
for the associaged press; with insane inatten- 
tion to the main and only issue, the depriva- 
tior ot life; and with an _ insane 
speech -on his lips. Rev. Dr. Hicks 
said to-day that nis knowledge of Guiteau led 
him to the same conclusions as those ex- 
pressed in Dr. Beard’s predictions. The ar- 
rangements for Guiteau’s taking off are about 
complete. Guiteau has heard the sounds of 
thé preparation, such as the sawing of tim- 
bers, hatnmering, experimental dropping of 
the trap, etc., but he manifests total indiffer- 
ence to theni, eats well and takes exercise in 
his cell, and sleeps fairly well. The death 
watch is being kept, and he is never alone for 
amoment, Efforts to secure admission to the 
jail by newspaper correspondents, sheriffs 
from abroad and other parties whose standing 
entitles them to polite consideration, are 
making life burdensome to Marshal Henry 
and Warden Crocker,

THIRTY THOUSAND SAID TO BE 
WITHOUT FOOD. 


Investigating the Late Riots-—Active War Prepara-

Lonpon, June 28.—Ragheb Pasha has in- 
formed the Italian consul that 30,000 natives 
are starving. The cabinet counci) will con- 
sider the question to-morrow. Arabi Pasha, 
who went to Cairo on Tuesday night, will re- 
turn to attend the meeting. The court of 
inquiry imto the cause of the riots on the 11th 
instant reeeived information to-day against 
officers who were said to have in their 
possession loot taken during the riots. The 
court propesed to search their residences, 


but the under secretary of- war declared that 


he could not permit such an insult to Egyp- 
tian officers. There are now 32 men of war 
in the harbor of Alexandria and 4 more are 
expected. The correspondent of the Times at 
Alexandria telegraphs that there were sym 
toms of arisingin Alexandria yesterday di- 
rected articularly against the Eng- 
lish. The soldiers cleared the 
square’ and the guards bave been 
doubled. The Times’ correspondent at Paris 
says that England isnow the only power 
resolutely opposed to the arrangement with 
Arabi Pasha. The steamer Stanley, which 
will leave Woolwich for Malta on Friday, 
takes field hospitals, cavalry equipment, sub- 
marine mines, and a _ ~poru0on of a 
portable railway.

THE NAVAL BIL. 

The house at 11:45 went into a committee 
of the whole, Mr. Page, vf California, in the 
chair, on the naval appropriation bill, Mr. 
Robeson, of New Jersey, who had charge of 
the bill, briefly reviewed its general features. 
He called attention to the fact that it con- 
templated a large reduction inthe military 

‘ard civil service of the navy. The difticultv 
in the past had .been that the civil 
establishment had consumed the greater part 
of the appropriations made for the service,and 
left but little for material increase and the 
maintainance of the navy. The service was 
tog top heavy. It must take medicine if it 
was to be relieved. The committee on appro- 
priations had also endeavored to put the 
service in the way of great future economy 
by recommending a concentration of the work 
of the various bureaus. The committee rose 
informally in order to fix some limitation 
upou the general debate. There was a 
strong disposition shown to debate the 
measure at some length. Mr. O'Neill, of 
Pennsylvania, declaring that. it reproached 
and sought to destroy the navy. He advo- 
cated a long discussion, while Mr. Bowman, 
of Massachusetts, thought that the house 
should be permitted to discuss a bill which, 
instead of being an appropriation bill with 
legislation engrafted upon it, might more 
properly be termed a legislative bill with ap- 
propriation engrafted upon it, changing as it 
did many vital principles regarding the 
navy. It was finally agreed that fhe 
general debate should close to-morrow at two 
o’clock, The hottse again went into commit- 
tee and took up the naval bill. A general at- 
tack upon the bill at once began upon the 
line indicated in Mr. O’Neill’s remarks. The 
only legislative part of the bill that receives 
the support of the members of the committee 
on naval affairs is the second section, which 
empowers the secretary of the navy to dispose 
of all stores and_ supplies that shall 
be found by the béands of appraisers 
to be unserviceable for use in the navy. The 
committee will endeavor to strike out all 
other legislation which the bill contains 
Mr. Whitthorne, of Tennessee, criticising the 

rovisions of the bill in debate, said that he 
believed that the hand and cunning of the

The secretary of the 
navy was given power which would be most 
dangerous if he should be corrupt, if (sarcastl- 
cally) it were pos-ible to havea corrupt sec- 
retary. He then proceeded to make a vehe- 
ment attack on Robeson’sadministration of the 
navy department, asserting that during that 
administration over _ fifty-four million 
had been squandered, and quoting 
many statistics to.indorse his assertion, and 
to bear evidence to the abuses which he In- 
sisted were practiced by the secretary and his 
heads of bureaus. Returning to the discus- 
sion of the question as to the propriety of

The Jury a Month In Scrvice and no Progress Made

WasuHincton, June 28.—In the star route 
trial to-day the prosecution preseniing evi- 
dence in regard toaroute from ’Pueblo to 
Rosita, Colorado, read a letter from M. N.

He is re- 
sponsible to God.’’ Nothing has yet been 
done in regard to the disposition of Guiteau’s 
corpse. It is thought, however, the jail offi- 
cials will deliver it to his friends if they make 
wuny demand for it, but it is doubtful, so it is 
said, if they will claim it, and also doubtful 
if they will insist upon an examination of 
the brain. While John is endeavoring to 
prove his brother is insane, he believes 
a post mortem examination of the 
brain would show it physically sound.

I have concluded 
to acquiesce in Mr. Reed's suggestion tbat you 
respite me until January, so the case can be 
heard by the supreme court in full bench. I 
understand public opinion is changing in my 
favor, and by January it may be still further 
enlightened as to my inspiration. Iam wil- 
ling to die for my inspiration, but: it will 
make terrible reckoning for you and this 
nation. I made you, and saved the American 
peopte great trouble. And the least you can 
do is to let me go; but | appreciate your deli- 
cate positiun, and I am willing to stay here 
untii January, if necessary.

INTERNAL REVENUE BILL. 


Text of the Measure as Agreed Uponby the House 
of Representatives- 

WaAssINGTON, June 23.—The following is 
the text of the internal revenue tax bill as] 
amended in the house: Be it enacted, etc., 
that on and after the passage of this act, ex- 
cept as hereinaiter provided. the taxes herein 
specified imposed by tlre internal revenue 
laws now in force be, and the same are hereby 
repealed, namely: the stamp tax on bank 
checks, drafts, orders and vouchers; the tax 
on capitaland deposits, banks and bankers, 
under section 3408 of the United States, 
as amended; the tax on capital and de- 
posits of national banks under section 5214 
of said revised statutes, including the 
caplial aud deposiis. of sand bauks, and na- 
tional banks tor the six months period ending 
in case of national banks the 30th day of 
June, 1882, and in case of other banks and 
bankers on the 3ist day of May, 1582; the tax 
on matches, perfumery, medical preparations 
and other articles imposed by schedule A in 
section 3437 of said revisedetatutes. 

Sec. 2. That from and after May 1, 1883 
dealers.in leaf tobucco shall pay $12, dealers 
in manufactured tobacco shall pay $24, all 
manufactured tobacco shall pay $6, manufac- 
turers Of cigars shall pay $6, and peddlers of 
tobaeco, snuff and cigars shall pay special 
taxes as follows: Peddlers of the first class, 
as now defined by law, shall pay $30, peddlers 
of the second class stiall pay $15, peddlers of 
the third class shall pay $7.20, and peddlers 
of the fourth class shall pay $3.60. Retail 
dealers in leaf tobacco sball pay $25, and 30 
cents for each dollar on the amount of their 
monthly sales in excess of the sale of $500. 

Section 3. That on cigars, which shall be 
manufactured and sold or removed from con- 
sumption or use, there shall be assessed and 
collected the following -taxes to be paid by 
the manufacturer thereof: On cigars of ail 
descriptions, made of t6bacco or any substi- 
tute therefor, $4 per thousand; on cigarettes 
weighing not more than three puvunds per 
1,000, 85 cents per 1,000; on cigarettes weigh- 
ing more than three pounds per $1,000, $5 per 
1,000, provided that upon all original unbroken 
packages of checks, matches, tigars, cheroots 
and cigarettes held by manufacturers or dea!-

Green Linc Rates—Memphis, Selma and Brunswick — 
Richmend and Danville Matters. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette. 
Rates to Green Line points south have been 
reduced from three to five cents per one hun- 
dred pounds on classes B, C, P and F—that is, 


#“on meat, flotr in sacks, grain and hay, and 


flour in barréls. The reduction applies to 
business ork ing west of the short line be- 
tween Cincinnati and Toledo north of the 
Ohio river, eluding Cincinnati. The lines 
north of the Ohio are not to participate in the 
reduction, but it is to be borne entirely by 
the southern roads. In connection with this 
reduction it may be well for shippers to 
know that there is a great of dissatisfaction 
among the southbound lines about the 
way some of the parties to the Ohio river 
basis have been disregarding some of the more 
important features of the agreement. It is 
charged that some of the lines have been in 
eollusion with their’ northern connections, 
and that cut rates have been prorated regu- 
larly on trafiic to the southeast, interior, and 
coast points in violation of the Chattanooga 
agreement. In view of this faithlessness it js 
rumored that once or more of the southbound 
lines have given the legal ten days’ notice of 
their purpose to withdraw from the conipact, 
which means, of course, that the old Chicago 
divisions are to be restored and expense bills 
used to influence trade. 

New York, June 28.—The Richmond and 
Danville Company has made favorable trattic 
arrangements between the Virginia Midland, 
Baltimore and Olio and Chesapeake com pa- 
nies, Which willenable it to claim recogni- 
tion as a western as well as an eastern line. 
The “Green Line’ has heretofore had almost 
a monopoly of western and southern busi- 
ness, but after a conference of several days its 
representatives agreed to recognize the Rich- 
mond and Danville asa western line, with 
full paruicipation in Western business.

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THE SPRAGUE ESTATE. 


The Fight of the Factions Seeking its Control Grew- 
ing Warmer. 

Provipencr, R.I1., June 24.—The fight of 
the fuctions of the Sprague creditors for 
control of the bankrupt estate is waxing 
wurmer. The post-office and national banks 
syndicate obtained a majority of the indebt- 
edness in favor of their plan of settling the 
estate by buying the property at auction, and 
thus acquiring Trustee Chaffee’s title. Con- 
troller Knox has decided that national banks’ 
cannot go into. sucha speculation. At a 
meeting of the Union company _ this 
afternoon it was announced that this would 
be got around by transferriig the banks’ 
indebtedness to individuals who would 
go into the company. Whether the scheme 
will stand the legal test remains to be seen. 
The Union Company chose a boar1 of direc- 
tors, and the directors organized by electing 
Henry W. Gardner president. Gardner is the 
Providence postulaster, Four of the_ five 
directers chosen at the meeting of creditors 
the other day for the purpose of settling the 
estate on a 30 per cent plan—to-wit: Benja- 
min F. Butler, Benedict Lapham, William 
G. Rh. Mowrey and Charles H. George—miet 
this afternoon and elected William F. Sayles 
president of the beard. A communication 
was read from Mr. Sayles, in which it wus 
stated that he would go with the scheme only 
on condition that a large majority of the in- 
debtedness desired it. Mr. Sayles is in favor 
of paying one-third in thirty days, and the 
whole 30 cents on a dollar in one year.” As It 
now looks the syndicate has the best of the 
fight, provided the court and the controllers 
of the currency approve of their proceeding. 
The small creditors are, of cotirse, inclined to 
the 50 cent scheme.

THE FARMERS AND THE MONOPOLISTS 

Our esteemed contemporary, the Monroe 
Advertiser, is inclined to discuss the ins and 
outs of the system which the monopolists are 
pleased to term protection, and the symptom 
is worth referring to, for, so far asthe farmers 
of Georgia are concerned, no question is of 
more importance. It is of importance to the 
farmers of ali sections, but to the farmer who 
is also a cotton-planter, it is of vital impor- 
tance. Our contemporary asks: ‘‘Can any- 
body tell why manufacturers should be “‘pro- 
tected” and farmers not? That is, why should 
the government increase the price of what 
the manufacturers make and leave the farmer 
alone to take any price hecan get for what he 
makes.’’ In another place, commenting 
upon the statement to the effect that 
the farmers have -been badly snubbed 
by the president in the make-up of the tariff 
comission, the Advertiser says: ‘‘However 
that mey be, the farmers are not going to: be 
ignored when it comes to collecting the un- 
reasonable duties that are imposed by the 
tariff. They will do the principal part ofthe 
paying, whether or not they have anything to 
do with making the laws.’’ 

Now, what is true of farmersin general is 
doubly true of farmers who are also cotton 
planters. While they would be peculiarly 
situated with respect to any protective tariff, 
they are peculiarly and most unfortunately 
situated with respect to the system of war- 
taxation which some of our most esteemed 
contemporaries, warming mightily towards 
the monopolies which have taken charge of 
congress, choose to call protection. The ar- 
gument is that the agriculturists are inter- 
ested in the protection of manufactories be- 
cause it gives them home markets for their 
produce, and thus increases prices. This ar- 
gument holds good to a greater or less extent, 
provided the protection is genuine and not 
solely in the interest of powerful monopolies. 
There is protection and protection, and the 
difference is marked. Genuine protection, 
such as would serve to gradually build up 
factories and other industries in the south, 
where these enterprises have not as yet taken 
a irm hold upon success would be by no 
means objectionable; but the protection em- 
bodied in our present tariff system: and con- 
templated by the monopolists, is robbery pure 
and simple—robbery gross and flagrant, 

For instance, the cotton planter must -de- 
peud upon his cotton ¢rop for his profits. All 
his tools, his clothing, his tableWare, his 
blankets and nearly every article of prime 
necessity are “protected.” Thatis to say, a 
prohibitory tax is placed upon their importa- 
tion, and this tax is collected out of the con- 
sumer by the American manufacturer. Our 
present tariff system oppresses every interest 
save such as are bound up with the monopo- 
lies, and it is peculiarly oppressive to the cot- 
ton planter. His own product is not unpro- 
tected, and its price is not affected by the re- 
sults of protection. In point of fact, the price 
of cotton is fixed in Liverpool, where the 
American staple comes in competition with 
Indian, Asiatic and Egyptian cottons, the 
product of coolie labor. It is said by those 
who have been studying the cotton question 
since the Paris exposition that there is a con- 
tinual improvement in the grade of these 
eastern cottons. - They have foryears affected 
the price of American cotton, and if they con- 
tinue to improve, they will affect it still more. 
Now, in such protection as the monopolists 
propose, where can the cotton planter find his 
remedy? 

In the face of these things, it was recently 
proposed—indeed, the proposition assumed 
the form of a resolution offered in the house to 
;ncrease the already grievous burdens of taxa- 
tion 1mposed upon the farmer by inereasing 
the duties on cotton-ties. This increase was 
proposed simply and solely in the interest ofa 
few Pennsylvania manufacturers, and when 
Tux Consti?uTion protested against it, the re- 
ply was that the farmers were getting rich by 
selling their iron-ties as cotton, or could get 
rich by raising enough cotton and buying a 
sufficient amount of ties. This wasa fine 
specimen of native Georgia humor, but the 
enorant farmer in the state has never 
deceived -himself in regard to this matter; 
but the argument uncovered the methods of 
the so-called protection that the monopolists 
are striving to fasten upon the country. In 
other words, it was characterisuc.

Judge Uwderwood and the Tariff Commission. 
Chicago Times. 
Mr. Arthur evidently knew what he was about 
when he selected the members of the tariff com- 


mission. He did not intend that there should,be 
any minority report “to conf'se the action avd 
alarm the minds” of congressmen. He meant that 
there should be one report, and thatone in favor 
of the stfffest kind of a spoliation tariff. He picked 
his men with a view to this result, and it is plain 
that he made no mistakes. AJjl the commissioners, 
democrats ineluded, are of one mind with ioe 
to the prinelees, if principles they may be called. 
wpon whic a tariff should be _ formed, 
Judge Underwood, one of the democratic 
commissioners, has stated those . principles 
as plainly as possible, and in a way that cannot fail 
to be satisfactory to Messrs. Kelley and Randall. 
He says: ‘‘I am in favor of raising the revenue to 
defray the expenses of the government, economic- 
ally administered. and to pay the public debt 
within a reasonable time, by duties on the imperts. 
This necessarily involves the overthrow of the in- 
ternal revenue system. In levying duties, lam in 
favor of levying them upon such articles as we 
make and produce. In levying the duties upon 
those articles, a discrimination should be made in 
favor of a lower duty upon articles that are in com- 
mon use by the great majority of the people, and 
higher duties upon such articles as are commonly 
denominated luxuries. In adjusting the tariff, a 
free list and a comparative free list should be made 
up of articles thatwe neither produce nor manu- 
facture.’’ Healso says that the revision of the 
tariff does not “‘involve any particular princi- 
ple of* universal application,’ Se Bee 
yurely impirical affair. This is the Pennsylvania 
idea through and through. It is the idea upon 
which the present tariffis based. It is the ideain 
accordance with which tea and coffee are on the 
free list, although, as Judge Underwood himself 
admits, they might be made to yield a geodly 
revenue wiihout seriously burdeving the people. 
It is the idea in accordance with which the people 
nre forced to pay three or four times as much in 
taxesand tribute to pet industries as the govern- 
ment getsinrevenue, I: is the idea of reciprocal 
rapine, iu accordance with which every ‘‘pro- 
tected’’ class robs every other ‘‘protected’’ class, 
and ail these classes rob allothers. It4s the idea of 
licensed spoliation, in accordance with which 
government ‘holds up’’ these citizens who are en- 
gaged in really American industries, while the 
favored importers of foreign industiies ‘‘go 
through’’ them in true bandit stvle. It is the 
idea. that there is no such thing as economic truth 
or economic principle orrule of actien. It is the 
idea that every bandit shall get spoil not in accord. 
anee With general rule or principie, butinu propor- 
tion to his ability tomake and unmake congrefs- 
men, and get the advantage of his brother bandits 
iu the ways and means committee rooms and on 
the floors of congress. It is the idea which. as Sen- 
ator.M:ller admits, mukes manufacturers ‘take 
naturally to politics.”’ It is the idea that the 
American people will @one day utterly cast out, 
wondering = that they have permiited it to 
dominate them to their incalculable damage for so 
many years. Mr. Underwood states that bis views 
“may be found in the whig platform of 
1844, as defined by Mr.- Clay himself.’’ 
That is to say he is the sert of fossil 
known’ asa Henry Clay whig. Heno doubt ac- 
cepts the sentiment expressed by Mr. Clay when 
he said that government should take care of the 
rich, and the rich would take care of the poor. In 
oth r words, he thinks that government should 
help the rich rob the poorin order that they may 
have something to give the poor. He would not 
have been selected as tariff commissioner if he had 
not been known to think so. Mr. Underwood de- 
clares himself to be utterly opposed to the in- 
ternal revenue system. Sodoes Mr. 
declares that that system operates ‘‘to create and 
foster monopolies and to break down smaller insti- 
tutions.’’ So does Mr. Kelley. But neither of these 
champions of the system of licensed spoliation and 
reciprocal rapine is atall disturbed about the gigan- 
tie monopolies which are the fruit of that 
system, and which by means of their ill- 
gotten wealth seem to be able to con- 
trol congress and bid defiance to the tax 
ridden millions. “iam opposed to the levy ofa 
tax on tobacco,’’ says Mr. Underwood, ‘‘because it 
is a Violation of #e constitution vf the United 
States to levy a tax upon one of the industries of 
the country.’ As Mr. Underwood ‘‘went out with 
his state,’’ he must, of course, be a great expound@ger 
of the constitution and a devoted lover of that sa- 
Gred instrument. But if this view of his be correct, 
it will puzzle him to namea single constitutional 
tax. Asexcise taxes are expressly authorized by 
the constitution, it is not at all clear that sucha 
tax on tobacco is unconstitutional. An excise tax 
must necessarily be laid on some American pro- 
duct,and it cannot be laid on an American prbiinet 
without affecting some American industry. Itis 
sufficiently evident that, besides being a rampant 
protectionist, Mr. Underwood is a victim of the 
southern malady of constitution on the brain ,“and 
by reason of both these facis he is an eminently fit 
person to revise the tariff in accordonce with the 
Penisylvania idea.

W aSHINGTON, June 23.—The commissioner of In- 
dian affairs has received the foll®wing dispatch 
from the Mescalero Indian agency: 

Mesealero Agency, N. M., via Fort Stanton. N. 
M., June 24, 1882 —Commissioner of Indiau Affairs, 
Washington, D. C.: A few days ago a small party of 
hostiles came to camp of ‘‘Give-me-a-Horse’’—es- 
caped Fort Union prisoners—and made one raid. 
stealing and killing horses, bringing stolen stock 
here. Yesterday ai 2 p. m. Clerk Easton, self and 
agency police, with principal chiefs, surrounded 
hostile camp. They refused to surrender; fight 
ensued; *‘Give-me a-Horse’’ and two hostiles kill- 
ed. San Juan, War Chief Mantzite, the police and 
agency Indians fought well, routing hostiles and 
capturing camp. Have sent to Fort Stanton for 
troops to follow balance of hostiles. This demon- 
strates determination of Mescaleros to not permit 
hostiles to harbor here. In the fight I was shot 
through leftarm. The surrounding of the hostile 
camp and action was agreed to and urged by Mes- 
calerosin council, It also had my approval.

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FINANCIAL FACTS. 


New YorK, June 28.—Share speculations opened ' 
generally weak at a decline of 4 to 1 per cent from 
yesterday’s closing prices, Nashville and (Chatta- 
nooga, Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and In- 
dianapolis leading the downward movement, Ore- 
gan Trans-Continental, however, was 1 per cent 
higher. In early trade a weak tone prevailed, and 
prices fell off 44 to 1% per cent, New Jersey Central, 
Michigan Central and Lake Shore suffering most 
severely in the decline. After this. business was 
dull and continued so during the remainder of the 
day. In the early part of the afternoon an advance 
of 4% to 1'4 per cent #was recorded, in which Kansas 
and Texas, Louisville and Nashville, Wabash pre- 
ferred and Texas Pacific were prominent. This was 
followed by a general reaction of 4% tw \& per cent, 
the latter in New Jersey Central: but in late trade 
there was another advance of \% to % per cent, Lake 
Shore, New Jersey Ceutral and Denver and Rio.

HIGH SCHOOL ART. 


And the Readiness With Which High Schoo! Stu- 
° dents Anawer Questions. 

The blackboard stood forth in allits gran 
deur yesterday at the high schovl building, 
and gave abundant evidence that Atlanta 
possesses material to furnish the depleted 
ranks of artin the future. A steam. engine 
under full headway attested the mechanical 
skill of one of the brightest of boys, while an 
immense horseshoe, decked with floral em- 
blems, suggested the good: luck dreamed of 
by another. The bowels of the earth were 
laid bare in the interest of geology, while the 
orbs and planéts were chained fora season 
that the eye of study might master tle situa- 
‘tion. Grammar spoke from the board in 
diagram, and geometry presented its mazes. 
Rolls of honor were announced in quaint de- 
signs of scroll and book, cards hastily thrown 
together by dextrous crayon and inscription 
upon folding leaves. Scemes in perspective 
greeted the eye almost as perfect as could be 
claimed for Italian brush; beast and bir 


nature. ‘‘And all this,”’ said Superintendgnt 
Slaton, ‘twas hurriedly dome in class time; 
none of it the gesult of extended study, but 
the usual exercises held from day to day.’ 

‘Then the high school must be growing in 
appreciation?” 

‘‘TItis. Someof those who years ago were 
the strongest opponents of the high school 
are now frequent visitors,and are enthusiastic 
advocates of it.’ And who would not be,when 
he louks around on these walls and sees such 
evidences of progress. when he com pares it 
with the system of fifteen years ago.’ 

By this time the various class rooms were 
filled uncomfortably with the students and 
their parents and friends. ‘‘ This shows the 
necessity for a suitable hall for our exercises,”’ 
remarked the superintendent. ‘* We have 
been criticised for making the admission to- 
day by ticket, buf it was the best we could 
do. The parents of the pupils are entitled to 
priority of admission, but if the doors were 
thrown open many of them would be crowd- 


j ed outentirely. Hence the number of seats we 


could spare were ascertained, and each pupil 
was permitted toinvite his quota of friends, 
This secured a more genera: representation of 
the parties at interest than could have been 
brought togethé? in any other way. The 
remedy for it all is ‘‘more room, and it rests 
with the people to supply it.’’ 

A few moments spent with the different 
classes showed a thorough understanding be- 
tween teacher and pupil, and a ready ac- 
quaintance with all the fopics brought forth. 
Thr examination was of a general character, 
being areview of all the branches studied 
during the year, it was searching and severe, 
aad there was not a scholar who did not act 
with credit in the part assigned. The visitors 
were highly pleased, and were loud in their 
expressions of gratification, not only at the 
progress of the scholars, but at the progress of 
the school asa whole as compared with pre- 
vious years.
